CROP PASSED YESTERDAY 
WITHOUT MUCH DAMAGE 


HE peach crop of '06_so far as the 
state agricultural department has 
been advised was not materially 

affected by the coid winds of Monday 
night and Tuesday morning. 

“No reports indicating a destruction of 
the fruit by the cold wave we have been 
having has been received by the agri- 
cultural department up to this time,” 
said Captain Robert Wright, assistant 
commissioner of agriculture, yesterday. 

A hard freeze, a profracted cold spell 
or a heavy frost is necessary to destpoy 
the peach bloom at the advanced stage 
it has reached. declare state house of- 
ficials. Yesterday there was no freeze, 
nor did frost materialize occording fo in- 
formation received. 

That is the way the situation is viewed 
by the optimistic students of the pres- 
ent conditions. 

“Of course any one can make predic- 
tions,”’ remarked Captain Wright, ‘but 
a verification of those predictions does 
not always follow. I have meard pre- 
dictions which have failed. In fact I 
am inclined to think that there are more 
predictions of an unfavorable kind than 
of a favorable character. The truth 
about the present condition of the fruit 
crop is unknown and it will require some 
little time to determine it.” 

Advices from the peach belt about 
Norcross, Pittman and Flowery Branch 
received late yesterday afternoon indi- 
cate that the fruit in that section is yet 
alive and was last night-in good condi- 
tion. In that section there are about 
50,000 trees from which a heavy and 
profitable crop was havested the past 
season. 

Will Burn Brush. 

A dispatch from G.-A. Thompson, 
Southern- railway agent at Warm 
Springs, says examinations have been 
made there and that so far no damage 
had resulted from the cold weather at 
the big orchards of the Pine Mountain 


to burn brush and rubbish in the or- 
Chards in that section to keep the trees 
warm and protect them ‘from the pre- 
Gicted cold. 

“I have in my library,” said Dr. Dan- 
forth, of Pittman, who had 8/000 trees 
yieiding fruit last year, “limbs I have 
brought in from my orchard as well as 
from Mr. Miller’s place near by from 
neighbors for examination. I have just 
completed my work and I’m mighty 
happy to say that so far I have not 
found a bud without life in it. Tuesday 
morning the ground up here was cov- 
ered with snow and any one but an ex- 
perienced peach grower would have 
abandoned all hopes. As it was many 
of us were decidedly apprehensive when 
we went out to make an examination. 
Had there been a dampness or a mois- 
ture in the winds the peach crop would 
have been a past number, 

“Nature, as the peach grower knows, 
has provided the bud with a fussy cov- 
ering just as !t gave the lamb !ts wool. 
That fussy covering or fleece as we 
call it protects the bud from the cold 
just as the wool protects the lamb, A 
careful observation of the bud in weath- 
er like this now prevailing will show that 
the leaves draw in to protect the bud 
in its fuzzy coat. Uniess a rain, or a 
dew or some wet wind deposits a wat- 
ery dampness, if I may be allowed to 
coin that expression, the fuzz on that 
inner bud will keep off lots and lots 
of cold. But if the bud is bathed in 
water and that water freezes then it's 
all off with the bud—the inception of the 
peach. 

“Still, we are fearful up here for we 
do not know just how long a cold speci! 
the buds will stand. All we can do is 
wait and see. If the twenty-eight and 
thirty we are now enduring lasts long 
enough then the budg may die a slow, 
lingering death. However, if we uon't 
get a rain before it grows warmer, we 
will take the chances. A rain or @a

TORNADO SWEPT 
LARGE. SECTION 


Mississippi Again. Visited by 
the Twisting Terror, 


Details Are Not Obtainable, but Re- 
port Indicates Southern Part of 
State Suffered Severely by a 
Tornado Yes- 
terday. 


Hattiesburg, Miss., March 20.—A ecy- 
clone passed over south Mississippi last 
night. Details are meager. Whether any 
one was killed or not cannot be learned. 
The tornado in many respects resembled 
the one which passed over Meridian-a 
few days ago and played havoc with, that 
city. This afternoon George M. Kennedy 
returned to the city from New Augusta 
and brought the first news of the tor- 
nado to Hattiesburg. 

Before leaving New Augusta Mr. Ken- 
nedy talked with several men who wit- 
nessed the tornado; others hearing it for 
a distance of four or five miles. 

From all accounts, the tornado orig- 
inated at a point between Beaumont, on 
the Mobile, Jackson and Kansas City 
railroad, and BrooktTyn, on the Gulf and 
Ship Island. 20 miles south of this city. 
The tornado, with qa funnel formation, 
Speg across the country a distance of 1I6 
miles, demolishing everything in front) 
of it. The tornado covered a 
quarter of a mile wide. It passed 
through the Newman Lumber Company's 
tract No. 2!11!, crossing the big public 
road 2 miles below the old John C. 
Pierce homestead. At this point the tor- 
nado semed very severe, and was traveli- 
ing at the rate of 70 miles an hour. It 
tore down fences, uprooting and destroy- 
ing ail of the timber in its path. 

Mr. Kennedy left New Augusta early 
in the morning, and up to the hour of | 
his departure, few, if any, details of the 
tornado had been received. He was of the 
opinion, however, that great damage had 
been done. Whether the storm was ac- 
companied by heavy loss of life, he is 
unable to sav, but it was certain the 
storm had swept the country for the 
width of a quarter of a mile, or more, 
and at. the points from which reports 
had been received the country was entire- 
ly cleareg of timber and everything else 
in front of the storm.

Philippine Officials on Mount 
Dajo Affair. 


Governor Says No Women or cnii-| 


dren Were Killed by Intention, 
and Those Killed Could 
Not Have Been 
Saved. 


‘ Washington, March 20.—Secretary Tait 
has received the following cablegram 
from Governor General Ide, at Manila, 
dated today, relative to the Mount Dajo 
fight: 


“Newspaper reports from M&nfa an- 
nouncing wanton slaughter of women 
and children at Mount Dajo, extremely 
sensational and in all essential details 
false. The situation occupied by Moro 
outlaws in the crater of the voicano 
2,100 feet high was exceedingly diffi- 
cul and required great display of hero- 
ism on the part of the army, navy and 
Filipino and Moro constabulary, who 
rendered most valiant service. Some 
women and children were killed or 
wounded by preliminary Shelling at a 
distance. Moros were outlaws and ta- 
natics and refused to surrender to the 
last, attempting repeatedly to murder 
our iorces who were rescuing wounded 
Morors. 

“Moro sultan and leading Dattos ren- 
dered great assistance, and the surround- 
ing population is in great Sympathy 
With the course taken to remove the 
gang of cut-throats who were pdeying 
upon the community, retreating as oc- 
casion required to what they supposed 
to be impenetrable fastness, and there 
was no killing of any one except as 
was indespensable to end the intolerable 
situation. ’ 

“Attack not ordered — until every re.

Secretary Taft also made public an 
exhaustive report fom Major Hugh 
Scott, who was governor 
Provinces just preceding 
ment, respecting the habits 
of those people.

In his 
decision he held that ‘‘the gtock in ques- 
ition, though intangible personal prop- 
erty, had a situs, situation or location 
for taxation In Richmond county, the 
domicile of the owner, which was not 
changed by the act of 1889.’ 

The amount of county and municipal 
taxes involved in the Georgia railroad 
case is something more than $400,000.
